RESOLUTION 

No. 16/5/64-PR. — Panchayatj Raj, introduced first to 

Rajasthan and Andhra Pradesh in 1959, is now under imple- 
mentation in 10 States. In Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and West 
Bengal, necessary legislation has been enacted and arrange- 
ments are under way for the establishment of the higher-tier 
institutions. The experience so far has underlined the signifi- 
cance of the relationship between the method of elections to 
the Panchayati Raj bodies and their democratic functioning. 
Different methods are now being followed in the States rang- 
ing from direct to indirect elections: there are also variations 
In the procedures for cooption and the reservation of seats 
for scheduled castes and tribes, women, etc. The pattern of 
association of Members of Parliament and State Legislatures 
with the Panchayati Raj bodies is also not uniform. 

2. These and other allied matters have been exercising the 
mind of the Government for sometime. The Government of 
Tndia have accordingly decided to set up a committes to study 
the methods of elections being followed in the various States 
'and other related matters, ana to make detailed recommenda- 
tions. 

3. The composition of the committee will be as follows : —

4. The following will be the- terms of reference of the 
Committee : — 

To study the different methods of elections to the Pancha- 
yati Raj bodies being followed in the States with special refe- 
rence to the methods and procedures which have been 
conducive to the vigorous and healthy growth of Panchayati 
Raj and to make recommendations on the following : — 

(i) the strength and composition of and the method of 
elections to the Panchayati Raj bodies at the village, 
block and district levels as can ensure the democra- 
tic and efficient functioning of these bodies and the 
evolution of a harmonious and coordinated pattern 
of representative institutions; 

(ii) the need for cooption, the categories to which co- 
option should be applied, the manner of Its applica- 
tion and other related matters; 

(HI) the measures for ensuring adequate and effective 
representation to the weaker sections on these bodies; 

(Iv) the method of election of office-bearers of these 
bodies; 

(v) the association of the Members of Parliament and 
State Legislatures with the Panchayati Raj bodies; 

(vi) the terms of membership and the periodicity of 
elections to Panchayati Raj bodies; 

(vil) hew far unanimity in elections Is practicable con- 
sistent with the growth of democratic processes; 


(viii) whether and to what extent political parties should 
participate in Punchayati R.ij elections; and 

(ix) the measures required to ensure free and fair elec- 
tions to the Panchayati Raj bodies and the desirabi- 
lity of setting up a State-level commission for the 
purpose. 

5. The Committee should submit its report by the 31st 
December 1964, 

6. The Headquarters of the Committee shall be New Delhi. 
The Committee may undertake tours as and when necessary 
and may also meet such persons who may have expert know- 
ledge on the subject.

New Delhi-U, the 1th March 1964 

No. 8/38/63-CSM). — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in July, 1964, for the purpose of filling vacancies In the 
following Services/posts are published for general informa- 
tion : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Clerical Service — Lower Division 
Grade; 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Grade II; 

Cm) Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade VI; 

(iv) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Office of the 
Election Commission; 

(v) Posts of Lower Division Clerk In certain Depart- 
ments and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service Scheme/I. F.S.(B)/Railway Board 
Secretariat Clerical Service. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed In Appendix 
II to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the plac#s at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. A candidate must be cither : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of, Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per- 
manently sealing In India, or 
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(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention o£ permanently settl- 
ing in India; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been granted 
by the Government of India, and if he belongs to 
category (1), ihe certificate of eligibility will be 
valid only for u period of one year from the date 
of his appointment beyond which such a candi- 
date will he retained in service subject to his 
having acquired Indian citizenship; 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories :• — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth Jay of July, 1948, and have ordina- 
rily been residing in Tndia since then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on 
or after the nineteenth day of July, 1948 and have 

ot themselves registered as citizens under Article 
of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in cutcgory (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th Janu- 
ary, 1950, and who have continued in such service 
since then. Any such person who re-entered or may 
re-enter such service with break after the 26th 
January, 1950, will, however, require certificate of 
eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further thai candidates belonging to categories 
(c), (d) nnd (e) above will not be eligible for 
appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — 
Grade Yr, 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is neces- 
sary may be admitted to the examination and he may also 
provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certificate 
being granted in his favour by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the former 
French Settlements or is not a resident of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands or is not a resident of the former Portuguese 
Territories of Goa, Daman and Diu in India or is not a 
repatriate from Ceylon, shall be permitted to compete more 
than two times at the examination, but this restriction is 
effective from the examination held in 1961. 

NOTK 1. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to hav e competed at the examination once for all 
the Services/posts covered by the examination,, if he competes 
for any one or more of the Services/poets. 

NOTE 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

-Y (a) A candidate for this examination must have attain- 
ed the age of 18 years and must not have attained the age 
of 21 years as on 1st January, 1964, I.e., he must have been 
born not earlier than 2nd January, 1943 and not later than 
1st January, 1946. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above Is relaxable : — 

(i) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe. 

(IT) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of former French Settlements which have 
now become part of India, and has been receiving 
education through the medium of French. 

(iii) Up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

(iv) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate ia 
an Indian citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon; 
and 

(v) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate ia a 
resident of the former Portuguese Territories of 
Goa, Daman and Dlu in India. 

(c) The upper age limit will also be relaxed up to 35 years 
in respect of persons who are employed as clerks in the Sub- 
ordinate offices of the Government of India (including such 
offices under the Election Commission, Commissioner for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, Commissioner foi 
Linguistic Minorities, etc.) and have rendered not less than 
3 years' continuous service as clerks on the 1st January, 1964, 
and continue to be so employed. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

NOTE. — A candidate who is admitted to the examination 
tinder the age concession mentioned in Rule 5(c) above will 
not be eligible for appointment if, after submitting the appli- 
cation, he resigns from service either before or after taking 
the examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible 
if he is retrenched from his service or post after submitting 
the application. 


6. Candidates must have passed one of the following 
examinations or possess one of the following certificates : — 

(a) Matriculation Examination of any University incor- 
porated by an Act of the Central or State Legisla- 
ture in India or an examination recognised by such 
a University as equivalent to its Matriculation 
Examination;

Cambridge); 

(d) European High School Examination held by the 

State Governments; a 

(c) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Higher 
Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(f) Tenth Class Certificate from a recognised Higher 
Secondary School or from a recognised School pre- 
paring students for the Indian School Certificate 
Examination; 

(g) Junior examination of the Jamia Millia Islamia, 
Delhi, in the case of hona fide resident students of 
Jamia only; 

(h) Bengal (.Science) School Certificate; 

(i) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, Jadavpur, West Bengal (Since 
inception); 

(j) Vidlryadhikari diploma of Gurukul Vishwa-vidyalaya, 
Kangri, Hardwar; 

(k) Adhikari Diploma of Gurukul Vishwa-Vidyalaya, 
Brindaban; 

(l) the following French Examinations of Pondicherry; 

(i) 'Brevet Elementaire' (ii) 'Brevet d' Enseignement 
Primaire de Langue Indienne' (iii) 'Brevet D v etudes 
du Premier Cycle' (iv) 'Brevet D' Enseignement 
Primaire Supcrieur de Langue Indienne' and (v) 
'Brevet de Langue Indienne (Vernacular)'; 

(m) Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(n) Higher Educational Test of the Indian Navy; 

(o) Advanced class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(p) T.S. "Dufferin" Final Passing out Certificate; 

(q) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(r) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(s) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the 
Government of Nepal; 

(t) Anglo- Vernacular School Leaving Certificate (Burma); 

(u) Burma High School Final Examination Certificate; 

(v) Anglo- Vernacular High School Examination of the 
Education Department, Bunna (Pre-War); 

(wj Post-War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(v) any other examination which may be recognised by 
the Union Public Service Commission as equivalent 
to the above. 

NOTE, — Candidates who have appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render them eligible to appear at 
this examination but have not becu informed of the result 
may apply for admission to this examination. Candidates 
who intend to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply provided the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commencement of this examination. Such candi- 
dates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligi- 
ble, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional and 
subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof of having 
passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in any case 
not later than two months after the commencement of this 
examination. 

7. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void by reason of its taking place 
during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services/posts, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion, unless the Government of India, after being satisfied, 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any male 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by rea- 
son of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who haa married a person who has a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for 'appointment 
to any of the Services/Posts appointments to which are made 
on the results of this competitive examinations, unless the 
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Government of India, aflcr being satisfied that there are 
special grounds for doing so, exempt any female candidate 
trom the operation ot tins rule. 

8. (.1) A candidate already in Government service, whether 
in 4 A permanent or temporary capacity, must obtain prior 
permission ot the Head of the Department to appear for the 
Examination. 

(2) Candidates who are employed in or under the intel- 
ligence Bureau will be admitted, it" otherwise eligible, to 
compete for vacancies in the Intelligence Bureau only. Other 
candidates whether in Government service or not, it other- 
wise eligible, will be admitted to compete tor vacancies in all 
Services/Offices, recruitment to which is made on the results 
ot this examination, and for which they apply. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and tree irom any physical delect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 

A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, wril not be appointed. Only such can- 
didates as are likely to be considered for appointment will 
be medically examined. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied; after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service, 

Jl. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. * 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

13. Candid ales must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix 

I. No claim for a refund of the fees will be entertained 
except to the extent stated in that Appendix, nor can the fees 
be held in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

14. No recommendation except thoso required in the appli- 
cation form will be token into consideration. Any attempt 
on the part of a candidate to obtain support tor his candida- 
ture by any means may disqualify him for admission. 

15. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents, or documents which have been 
tampered with, or of making statements which are incorrect 
or taise, or supressing material information, or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination or of misbeha- 
viour in the examination hall, mayy in addition to rendering 
himself liable to criminal prosecution, be debarred, either 
permanently or for a specified period : — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 

16. Out of the total number of vacancies, in the various 
Services or Offices, decided to be filled on the results of this 
examination, such number, not exceeding 45% of the vacan- 
cies to be filled in each Service or Office, as the case may 
be, as may be determined by Government, shall be reserved 
for the appointment of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. The number of vacancies in 
each Service or Office to be reserved separately for the Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, respectively, shall also be 
determined by Government: 

Provided that if there are only two vacancies to be filled 
in any Service or Office, one of them may be reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes. 

17. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks 
in the written part of the examination as may be fixed by the 
Commission in their discretion shall be called for the Type- 
writing Test. 

After the examination, candidates who qualify in the type- 
writing test, will be arranged by the Commission in order of 
merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination, and in that order so 
many candidates up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of this examination, as are 
declared by the Commission in their discretion to be qualified 
by the examination and arc considered by Government or the 
appointing authority, as the case may be, to be suitable in all 
other respects shall be appointed; 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission for any Service/ 
post, is declared by them to be suitable for appointment 
thereto with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of 
administration, shall be entitled to be appointed to vacancies 
reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes, as ihe case may be, in that Service/post. 


NOTB 1, — Due consideration will b« given to the prefe- 
rences expressed by a candidate at the time of his applica- 
tion (c.f. Col. 29 of the application form) but a candidate 
may be assigned to any Service/post for which the examina- 
tion is held. 

NOTE 2. — The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

18. The scale of pay for all Services/posts is Rs. 110 — 3 — 
131 — A — A 155 — HB — 4 — 175 — 5 — 180. 

NOTE — Officers appointed to Grade VI of the Indian 
Foreign Service (B), when posted abroad, will be eligible for 
such allowances and free furnished accommodation as admis- 
sible to that grade of I.F.S. (B) Officers from time to time, 

19. Candidates appointed on the results of this examination 
will ordinarily have to serve at the Headquarters of the Cen- 
tral Government but may be required to serve any where in 
India and also in Indian Missions abroad.
